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GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES 

FOR  THE  AREA. 


Laboratory  Facilities. 

The  Emergency  Public  Health  Laboratory  Service,  Penlan 
Road,  Carmarthen,  which  was  opened  last  year,  firmly  established 
itself,  and  has  become  a recognised  and  also  a most  important 
factor  in  the  supervision  of  the  public  health.  The  Laboratory  has 
dealt  with  vast  numbers  of  specimens  for  bacteriological 
investigation,  and  the  assistance  given  by  Doctors  Fry  and 
Boissard  has  been  invaluable.  Although  the  establishment  of  this 
Laboratory  is  a war-time  measure,  I sincerely  hope  that  it  will  be 
made  a permanent  institution  as  its  assistance  to  the  Public  Health 
Department  cannot  be  too  highly  rated. 


SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA. 
Water  Supply. 

•Mr.  W.  E.  Jones,  Engineer,  has  provided  details  of  work 
cai'ried  out  during  the  year.  He  reports  as  follows: — 

During  the  year  the  various  supplies  in  the  Rural  District 
were  as  far  as  possible  maintained  in  proper  repair. 

One  small  new  supply  was  constructed  for  the  village  of  Four 
Roads  in  the  parish  of  Llangendeirne.  In  the  past,  householders 
carried  their  water  by  consent  of  the  owner  from  a dip-well  situated 
in  a field  at  some  distance  from  the  village.  The  Council  entered 
into  an  agreement  with  the  Owner  for  the  use  of  the  water,  a new 
spring  chamber  was  constructed,  and  the  supply  brought  in 
asbestos  cement  pipes  to  a brick  built  underground  tank  near  the 
centre  of  the  village.  On  this  tank  a pump  was  installed  at  a 
convenient  point  for  the  consumers  to  obtain  their  supply. 

Permanent  Chlorinating  Plants  were  installed  during  the  year 
on  the  two  largest  supplies  in  the  Rural  District,  viz.,  Llanarthney 
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and  Llanddarog  water  supply  scheme  and  St.  Ishmael  water 
supply  scheme. 


During  the  year  an  endeavour  was  made  to  have  a bacteriol- 
ogical analysis  of  all  water  supplies  under  the  control  of  the 
Council. 

A careful  watch  was  kept  on  all  water  supplies,  samples  being 
submitted  for  analysis,  and  in  addition  inspection  of  the  source 
of  water  supplies  was  carried  out.

Sanitary  Inspection  of  the  Area. 

The  area  is  divided  into  three  sections,  each  of  which  is 
supervised  by  a Sanitary  Inspector.  Emergency  War  work, 
including  A.R.P.,  Salvage,  Evacuation,  etc.,  has  caused  many 
interruptions  in  the  normal  services  of  the  sanitary  inspectors. 


PREVALENCE  OF,  AND  CONTROL  OVER, 
INFECTIOUS  AND  OTHER  DISEASES. 

The  assistance  given  by  the  Emergency  Public  Health 
Laboratory,  at  Penlan  Road,  Carmarthen,  has  been  invaluable, 
and  I desire  to  place  on  record  my  appreciation  of  the  services 
rendered  by  the  Laboratory,  and  in  particular  that  of  Doctors  Fry 
and  Boissard. 

The  number  of  notifications  received  under  the  Public  Health 
Act,  1936,  was  280. 

Diphtheria  and  Scarlet  Fever  accounted  for  48  of  the  cases, 
20  cases  of  Diphtheria  and  10  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  were  isolated 
in  the  Isolation  Hospitals. 
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The  number  of  cases  of  Measles  notified  was  184,  which 
showed  a slight  increase  on  the  figure  for  the  previous  year. 

A decided  increase  was  noted  in  the  number  of  Whooping 
Cough  cases,  which  numbered  38  as  compared  with  14  of  the 
previous  year.

Immunisation  against  Diphtheria. 

In  March  the  Rural  District  Council  in  conjunction  with  the 
Borough  Council  appointed  Dr.  Dilys  Lloyd-Davies  as  an  assistant 
to  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health.  During  the  year  a campaign 
for  the  immunisation  against  Diphtheria  was  actively  pursued 
throughout  the  district. 

Out  of  56  Elementary  Schools,  45  schools  were  visited,  to- 
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• 

gether  with  26  Evacuated  Elementary  Schools  and  one  Evacuated 
Secondary  School,  and  as  a result  the  following  number  of  children 
were  immunised : — 

Rural  District  School  children. 

Number  immunised  during  the  year — 1,747,  making  a total 
of  2,945  children  immunised  in  the  Rural  District,  i.e.  78.6%  of 
the  school  population. 

Elementary  Evacuated  School  children.

Children  under  5 years  of  age. 

Carmarthen  Rural  District  Council  is  not  the  responsible 
Authority  for  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare,  but  as  the  Elementary 
Schools  seem  the  appropriate  centres  for  children  under  five  to 
be  brought  to,  the  County  Council  were  notified  in  advance  what 
schools  the  Assistant  Medical  Officer  proposed  visiting  so  that  the 
Local  Health  Visitor  could  arrange  for  the  attendance  of  children 
aged  one  to  five  years.  The  number  of  children  under  five  years 
of  age  immunised  by  the  Assistant  to  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health 
was  366. 

Unfortunately,  the  Assistant  to  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health 
resigned  her  appointment  in  mid-September,  and  it  has  not  been 
found  possible  to  visit  the  schools  with  the  regularity  prevailing- 
before  her  departure.  However,  every  effort  is  being  made  to 
make  the  necessary  arrangements  for  those  areas  not  yet  visited 
to  be  so  as  soon  as  practicable.

The  position  with  regard  to  ungraded  milk  samples  is  still 
far  from  satisfactory.  Producer-retailers  and  retailers  of  milk 
must  realise  the  importance  of  scrupulous  cleanliness  in  all  details 
in  the  production  and  retailing  of  milk.  It  should  be  remembered 
that  milk  is  an  important  part  of  a nation’s  diet,  particularly  so  of 
the  child  population,  and  clean  milk  can  lead  to  good  health, 
whereas  unclean  milk  can  have  the  opposite  effect.  In  the  Rural 
Area  there  are  some  3,500  farms,  and  although  the  Public  Health 
Department  has  only  three  Sanitary  Inspectors  on  its  staff  every 
effort  is  made  to  supervise  milk  production  at  these  farms,  and 
particular  attention  is  paid  to  those  farms  which  do  not  come  up 
to  the  required  standard.  The  Sanitary  Inspectors  some  times 
come  across  cases  where  milk  is  being  produced  without  a licence 
having  first  being  obtained  from  the  Council — this  is  a duty  of  all 
milk  producers  under  the  Milk  and  Dairies  Order,  and  I should 
be  grateful  if  the  members,  particularly  the  farming  members  of 
the  Council,  would  make  this  fact  known  to  the  farming  com- 
munity amongst  whom  they  mix  so  intimately. 

Meat. 

Throughout  the  year  the  abattoir  in  Carmarthen  was  used 
as  the  central  place  for  the  slaughtering  of  cattle,  all  other 
slaughterhouses  in  the  Rural  District  being  closed.  The  Sanitary 
Inspectors  attend  at  the  abattoir  at  stated  intervals  and  carry  out 
inspection  of  carcases  slaughtered.
